President Wilson was careful to dilfer- 
entiate between the German government and th<* German people, 
because he knew that for many years the leaders of tin* people 
had been teaching them that they were to take their place in the 
sun as the people destined to rule the world for the world’s good. 
And, during the World war, the peoples of other nations were fed 
up on lies that were told for the advantage of the governments 
that needed to stir the temper of their potential man power. 
International conferences are not made up of the people but 
of leaders of governments. 
In many cases those who are chosen 
by their governments to negotiate would never be chosen by the 
people for that purpose, and the representatives of the government 
of the United States who are negotiating terms with the govern­ 
ment of Mexico might not have been chosen by the American 
P e o p l e . 
| 
Wars are not willed by peoples but are the outgrowth of the 
struggle in the economic order of the world, which is used by those 
who profit for the purpose of stirring up the people who are to do 
the fighting. 
Easing this economic struggle, and getting together 
in some way—just what way matters not— to arrange matters 
that affect the interests of governments would be likely to bring 
about adjustments by which the people would be saved from the 
necessity of arising to the defense of their country. 
Of course, peace lies in the dispositions of peoples, and so 
does justice and so does morality, and because of this a hurulml- 
and-one organizations are at work intent upon changing the dis­ 
positions oi peoples. 
There is little point in saying that organiza­ 
tions that seek to change the attitudes of peoples are not worth 
bothering about, and that all that can be done is to sit idly by 
until the dispositions of peoples automatically change. All'history 
shows-'that it isn’t the people that need changing so much as those 
who govern the people. 
Rulers, and the powers that be, decree 
wars, and the people fight their battles after their passions have 
been raised through an appeal to their national pride and patriotic 
spiiit. 
ll is the disposition ol governments that needs changing 
and this may be done through organizations that bring pressure 
to bear upoij the guilty. The disposition of many a bully has been 
changed when the bully has faced the danger of the combined 
strength of a number of orderly men.
